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Ark still 
floating; 
lawsuit 
filed

Rep. Brian Linder, R- Dry 
Ridge, is hoping to send a mes¬ 
sage from the legislature to the 
state Tourism, Arts and Heritage 
Cabinet. 

That message — reverse the 
decision to remove an $18 mil¬ 
lion tax incentive from the 
upcoming $73 million Ark 
Encounter park being built in 
Williamstown. 

Linder filed a resolution, 
HRC 163, in the House last 
week, asking 
the state to 
reconsider its 
decision to 
pull the 
incentives. 

The local 
legislator 
said, upon 
completion, 
the project is 
estimated to 
bring 1.2 mil¬ 
lion visitors 
to the park 
during its first year, eventually 
creating up to 900 new jobs and 
generating over $11 million over 
10 year in net fiscal impact. 

“The decision to yank the 
previous promised incentives 
was from the executive branch of 
state government, who runs the 
daily function of state govern¬ 
ment,” Linder said. “As a legis¬ 
lator, I have no recourse, nor 
could I make them reconsider. 
My only recourse was to public¬ 
ly ask them to reconsider with 
the help of the General 
Assembly.”

WPD officer 
resigns 
following 
DUI arrest

A 26-year-old Williamstown Police offi¬ 
cer has resigned after being arrested early 
Feb. 26 for allegedly driving up to 100 miles 
per hour while under the influence of alco¬ 
hol. 

Matthew Boshears, who was with WPD 
since July 2012, was arrested shortly before 
3 a.m. just off the Crittenden Interstate 75 
exit off ramp by the Boone County Sheriff’s 
Department. 

He was charged with operating a vehicle 
under the influence, reckless driving, speed¬ 
ing 26 miles per hour or more above the 
speed limit and failure 
to signal. 

Deputies initially 
were dispatched to 
southbound 1-75 in 
Florence when several 
callers reported a dark- 
colored Chevy 
Silverado speeding 
and crossing lanes in a 
reckless manner. 

White observing 
interstate traffic from Mary Grubbs Highway, 
a Boone County deputy observed the truck, 
driven by Boshears, traveling at a high rate 
of speed, according to the police citation. 

“(The driver) was unable to maintain his 
lane of travel as it crossed into the fast lane 
and back into the center lane twice,” the cita¬ 
tion states. 

The deputy attempted to catch up to the 
vehicle with the cruiser’s lights and sirens 
on. 

“A visual was obtained at approximately 
the 169 mile marker and maintained a visual 
while catching up at approximately 120 
miles per hour,” the citation states. “The 
vehicle continued weaving.” 

A traffic stop was initiated just prior to 
the 169 mile marker. 

Boshears refused a breathalyzer test, but 
did not satisfactorily complete standard field 
sobriety tests, according to the citation. 

He was lodged in the Boone County Jail. 

Prior to working for the Williamstown 
Police Department, Boshears was employed 
by the Grant County Sheriff’s Office.

Heroin bill compromise could happen this session

The clock is ticking with only three weeks remain¬ 
ing in the 2015 session of the General Assembly. 

The final day of the session is March 24 and law¬ 
makers still have to discuss, debate and compromise 
on many key proposed bills from a statewide smoking 
ban to a response to the heroin epidemic. 

Sen. Damon Thayer, R-Georgetown and Rep. Brian 
Linder, R-Dry Ridge, discuss how the session is going 
so far and what may lie ahead. 

As the session winds down, how produc¬ 
tive has the legislature been? 

THAYER: It’s been a very unique session 
with the fact that the Democratic leaders in the 
House basically did nothing the first two 



weeks and then missed an entire week because 
of the weather. It’s really thrown the session 
into a bit more chaos than usual. However, I 
am pleased that the House, after three years of 
taking no action on heroin, has finally passed 
a heroin bill. There are differences between the 
Senate and the House version, but I’m still 
hopeful we can work out those differences. 

LINDER: The House and Senate have both 
passed several of their own bills. Over the next 
week, we will start looking at the other cham¬ 
ber’s bills and start passing those bills and 
sending to the governor for his signature, or 
make changes to the bills and send them back 
to the respective chamber in which they start¬ 
ed.

The finalists were interviewed by 
Wood, who then made a recommen¬ 
dation to the magistrates. 

“I really felt strong that we need¬ 
ed to hire the best candidate,” said 
Wood about Oldiges’ hiring. 

Magistrate Bobby Newman was 
the only one who voted against the 
hiring. 

“I just feel like as Grant County 
taxpayers we should make every ef¬ 
fort possible to hire people within the 
county,” Newman said. “I feel like 
we owe the taxpayers that gratitude.” 

Oldiges, who began his du¬ 
ties March 2, will have a salary of 
$34,000 per year.

DOWN AND DIRTY 

Planning ahead, 
order seed 


L ike many gardeners this time of the year I, too, 
have been spending cold winter evenings by the 
fire with a good catalog. The seed catalogues fill 
the mailbox and I barely make it up the driveway with¬ 
out taking a peak at what’s offered for 2015. 

Two years ago I made a procrastinating mistake and 
waited too long to place my onion and potato order. By 
the time I got around to it all of my selections were sold 
out for the season! I ended up sourcing inferior onion 
slips and seed potato and you sure could tell when it 
came to harvest time. Zero on the bulbing onions; and a 
scant few pounds of potatoes. 

So, needless to say, my potato and onion orders have 
been placed. And I am reminded of my favorite source 
for potatoes as we continue to enjoy the cellared harvest 
from 2014. Wood Prairie Farm in Maine has excellent 
organic seed potato quality and variety. They also cany 
a sampling of vegetable seed, cover crops and grains for 
bakers. You can call them at 1-800-829-9765 for a cata¬ 
log or visit www.woodprairie.com 

As for the fabulous onions I look to Texas where 
Dixondale Farms has been growing onions since 1913. 
In Kentuckiana we can grow intermediate and long 
day varieties (the bulbing action of onions is tied to day 
length) of onions including ‘Sterling’, ‘Highlander’ and 
‘Candy’. I have always had a superior crop of onions 
when I source from Dixondale. You can reach them at 
1-877-367-1015 or at www.Dix- 
ondaleFarms.com 

For the kitchen garden there 
are several good seed sources if 
you are looking for heirloom or 
hard to find seeds that you recall 
from gardening seasons long 
ago. The Cook’s Garden (800- 
457-9705; www.cooksgarden. 
com) in Londonderry, Vermont, 
started out offering a 2-page list¬ 
ing of unusual salad greens over 
30 years ago and today they have 
nearly 100 pages of vegetables 
for the gardener interested in 
taste. 

In the Cook’s Garden I 
found some seeds for growing 
the now famous Kentucky bibb 
lettuce, hoping that the spring will be mild enough for 
it to do well in the garden; I have selected varieties of 
spring greens, mild and tangy, and some haricot vert, the 
delicate thin French green bean. I also found an heir¬ 
loom Christmas pole lima bean; the delicate ‘Emerite’ 
pole bean; and ‘Orient Express’ cucumber for a friend’s 
2-year search. 

Other favorite catalogs for interesting vegetable seed 
include Pinetree Garden Seeds (207-926-3400; or www. 
Superseeds.com) where you can find unusual European 
heirlooms like the British summer squash ‘Vegetable 
Marrow’. Territorial Seed Company has the best selec¬ 
tion and description of tomatoes I have seen and John¬ 
ny’s Selected Seeds is a close second. You can contact 
Territorial at 1-800-626-0866 or www.TerritorialSeed. 
com ; and Johnny’s at 1-877-564-6697 or www.John- 
nyseeds.com. And, remember, don’t put off until tomor¬ 
row what you can do today!

Even though it’s only early March and I have sev¬ 
eral or five pairs of white pants in my closet, they are 
all Capri-length and these are ankle-length, which is 
more suited to this time of year, or so I am telling 
myself. 

I call this my Lenten preparation because for the 
past few years I’ve given up recreational shopping for 
the 40 days between Ash Wednesday and Easter. 

To prepare effectively, I want to make sure I get 
all my shopping obsession out of my system before 
Lent begins. 

Once, when I was 19 or so, I decided to go on a 
diet, but my mom had given me a box of Twinkies. I 
postponed my diet date one day and ate the whole box 
of Twinkies in one sitting. 

Em not proud of that, but I’ve done worse. 

So, I’ve got my new shoes and I’ve got my new 
white pants. I stocked up on a new lipstick pencil and 
a new purse — I’m ready for Lent. Ready to go with¬ 
out and sacrifice and suffer for Jesus. 

Oh, who am I kidding? Not God, that’s for sure. 

A few years ago, I went to two Ash Wednesday ser¬ 
vices, one in the morning at a local Catholic church 
to cover it for the newspaper and then in the evening 
at my church. 

I remember telling my husband that I was going 
twice and him asking, “Are you that bad?” 

He has no idea. 

Just the fact that I’m loading up my closet and 
counting down the 40 days 
of no recreational shop¬ 
ping (and wondering if I 
can redefine the concept 
of “recreational” shop¬ 
ping in order to find 
loopholes) should be 
evidence enough that, 
yes, I am that bad. 

When I was a kid, 
our family gave up 
sweets for Lent, except 
ice cream, because my 
dad likes ice cream. 
Also, I’m pretty sure we 
ate sweets on Sundays 
because that was the 
day we usually went to 
visit my grandmother at 
her bakery and it would 
be a sin not to eat her 
fudgy chocolate cake. 
Loopholes, y’all. It’s all about the loopholes. 
Frankly, I don’t know why I even attempt partici¬ 
pating in Lent since I’m often half-hearted at best in 
the days leading up to it. 

But every year, something happens on Ash 

Wednesday. I come to church with my lukewarm faith 
and lame attempts at self-sacrifice, and as the service 
begins I’m presented with not only the call to daily 
repentance and self-denial but also the deep love of 
Jesus. 

There’s a story of a man who was such a big sinner 
that he boasted “only the pope can absolve me.” So, 
he went to the pope to confess his sins, and for his 
penance the pope gave him a list of things to do — 
Bible reading, giving money to the poor, doing good 
deeds. But the man had an excuse for every penance 
the pope gave him. 

Finally, the pope gave him a ring and instructed 
him to read the inscription every day: “Jesus loves 
me.”

Every day he read it, and as he pondered the mes¬ 
sage he ended up doing the penances the pope had 
given him to do — and he did them joyfully. 

It’s as my pastor often says, “We don’t deny our¬ 
selves to get the smile of God. We deny ourselves be¬ 
cause we already have it.” 

“Jesus loves me” always comes before sacrifice or 
self-denial. 

On Ash Wednesday, I always walk into church and 
enter Lent feeling defeated and guilty before I even 
begin, but I always leave feeling loved by Jesus and 
renewed, eager to deny myself as a self-discipline to 
reign in my self-indulgent tendencies. 

And yet, even if I don’t, even if I try and can’t, 
looking ahead to Easter, the Cross and the Resurrec¬ 
tion reminds me that being right with God is not de¬ 
pendent on what I give up for him, but solely on what 
Jesus gave up for me. 

OK, now I’m ready for Lent.

The Grant County Braves went 
into the Feb. 27 game against Simon 
Kenton with the goal of winning 
their second 32nd District champi¬ 
onship in a row. 

They came away with a 67-54 
win and avenged an earlier loss to 
the Pioneers.

He would also do damage to the 
Pioneers by driving and scoring a 


game-high 18 points. 

Cameron Burk and Austin 
Schneider would rebound several 
missed shots and give the Braves 
second-chance scoring opportuni¬ 
ties. 

After each team exchanged 
early buckets, it was Schneider who 
garnered an errant shot and kicked it 
out to Johnson who found Jordan 
Saylor cutting to the basket for two. 

On the next possession, 
Schneider would again rebound the 
missed attempt and score himself. 
That basket pushed the Braves out 
to a 14-8 lead. 

At the end of one quarter of play 
the Braves were on top 17-12.

started the third quarter with a long- 
range three of his own. 

The Pioneers were in business 
because on the next possession 
Johnson was called for a charging 
foul. 

But the host team couldn’t capi¬ 
talize on the turnover. 

After a missed shot, the Braves 
knotted the score when Johnson 
drove into the lane and connected 
on a short jumper to tie it at 31. 

The Braves would take the lead 
for good when Seth Adkins drove 
into the lane and put his team up 
35-33. 

Johnson would find Jordan 
Saylor on the next possession and at 
the four-minute mark of the third 
quarter the Braves were in business.

Jmlieiul Center Lolihy 
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Jump resigns as Dry Ridge fire chief

Two missteps by Tom 
Jump has the Diy Ridge Fire 
Department looking for a new 
chief. 

Mayor Jim Wells asked 
Jump to resign from his posi¬ 
tion after learning the fire 
department failed to get build¬ 
ing permits for a renovation 
and turnout gear was bought 
without an advertised bid or 
an approved purchase order. 

Jump submitted his resig¬ 
nation Feb. 19 to Wells. 

“I want you to know that I 
appreciate the opportunity 
that was afforded me to serve 
the citizens of Diy Ridge,” 
Jump wrote in his resignation 
letter. “Now due to the mis¬ 
steps that have come about 
over the past several months, I 
feel that it is time to step down 
from this endeavor. I want 


only the best for the citizens of 
Diy Ridge and for the men 
and women of the Diy Ridge 
Fire Department.” 

Jump was named chief in 
March 2012 after retiring as a 
lieutenant from Lexington 
Fire Department after 26 
years in 2010. 

He got his start as a fire¬ 
fighter in Diy Ridge and pre¬ 
viously served as assistant 
chief for about 15 years and 
chief for one year in the 1980s. 

Wells notified the city 
council during a Feb. 20 spe¬ 
cial meeting that the city 
learned about the turnout gear 
purchase after receiving an 
invoice for more than $30,000. 

“There was no purchase 
order for it and the gear was 
never put out to bid,” Wells 
said. “Anything over $20,000 
is required to be put out for bid 
and advertised.” 

Wells said that Jump told 


him that the gear was ordered 
sometime in November 2014. 

The invoice only lists a 
ship date of Jan. 29,2015. 

“The question wasn’t 
whether the gear was 
approved in the budget,” 
Wells said to the council. “It 
was. You guys put $38,000 in 
a capital outlay fund for the 
purchase of the gear. The 
problem was just the method. 
I asked Tom why he did that 
and he said he got three quotes 
and he just ordered off the 
quotes. He said he honestly 
was working off the individu¬ 
al price and not the total cost.” 

A total of 15 sets of turnout 
gear were ordered by Jump. 

Of the three bids received, 
the lowest bid was $1,585 per 
set from Finley Fire 
Equipment while the highest 
bid was $1,945 per set from 
Vogepohl Fire Equipment. 

The gear purchased by the 


department cost $1,930 per 
set from 911 Fleet and Fire 
Equipment — the second 
highest quote. 

“They gave them out and 
they actually already been 
using them,” Wells said. “I did 
have them pull all the gear 
back. It’s not being used. That 
mns into another problem 
because some of the gear we 
(already) have is expired.” 

After discussing the issue 
with city attorney Pete 
Whaley, Wells said the only 
course of action is to advertise 
for bids for the gear and start 
the process as if the gear was 
never purchased. 

The council will then 
choose which bid they prefer 
from those submitted. 

However, Wells did notify 
the council that 911 Fleet and 
Fire Equipment, who would 
not take back the gear, said 
they would file a lawsuit if 


they were not ultimately 
awarded the bid. 

“It does not put us in a 
position I wanted to be in at 
all,” Wells said to the council. 

The second issue dealing 
with the fire department was 
brought to light as the city 
prepares to renovate the city 
building. 

It was discovered that the 
fire department did not apply 
for building permits when 
vacant space in the city build¬ 
ing was remodeled for the 
department’s use. 

A $100 fine was issued by 
the county building inspector 
for failure to obtain the per¬ 
mits. The state electrical 
inspector also visited the city 
building and discovered some 
minor lighting issues that 
need to be fixed. 

Jump paid the fine him¬ 
self, but Wells told the council 
that was not acceptable and 


the former chief would be 
reimbursed. 

“I would like to have seen 
Mr. Jump excel in that posi¬ 
tion, however with a depart¬ 
ment that size, with the 
amount of funding allocated 
to it and responsibility to the 
community, I expect the chief 
to be able to manage the 
department in an effective and 
lawful manor,” Wells said. 

Wells will begin request¬ 
ing resumes for a new chief 
this week with the hopes of 
recommending someone for 
the position for council 
approval by the second meet¬ 
ing in March. 

The department’s three 
assistant chiefs have been 
asked to mn the department 
until a replacement is named. 

If the hiring process takes 
more than a month, Wells said 
he will appoint an interim 
chief.

Kentucky granted preliminary 
approval in 2014 for the project to 
receive a rebate of some of the new 
state sales taxes the Ark will generate 
after it opens in 2016. 

Gov. Beshear and other state offi¬ 
cials announced a reversal of that deci¬ 
sion on Dec. 10, 2014, claiming that 
hiring practices at the Ark Encounter 
would be based on religious beliefs. 

Answers in Genesis (AiG), devel¬ 
oper of the Ark Encounter, filed a fed¬ 
eral lawsuit Feb. 5 against Kentucky 
state officials for denying the park par¬ 
ticipation in the state’s incentive pro¬ 
gram to receive a future sales tax rebate. 

The suit asserts that the state’s action 
has violated a number of constitutional 
and statutory provisions under federal 
and state law. 

Although the sales tax rebate pro¬ 
gram is available equally to all qualify¬ 
ing tourist attractions seeking to build in 


the state, AiG President Ken Ham 
observed that “AiG’s application was 
rejected solely because of our religious 
identity and the biblical messages we 
will present at our future life-size 
Noah’s Ark.” 

Ham also noted that AIG’s “lawsuit 
details how this action by Kentucky 
officials, including Gov. Steve Beshear, 
violates federal and state law and under¬ 
mines our constitutionally guaranteed 
religious freedom. It amounts to unlaw¬ 
ful viewpoint discrimination against 
our Christian faith.” 

The lawsuit has been filed in the 
United States District for the Eastern 
District of Kentucky, Central Division 
at Frankfort. 

“The Ark Park organization has cur¬ 
rently filed a lawsuit and I believe they 
will be successful because what the 
state has done is unconstitutional,” 
Linder said. 

As for Linder’s resolution, it was 
assigned to the Appropriations and 
Revenue Committee. 


Linder said the resolution should 
have ben assigned to the Tourism and 
Energy Committee, but because it deals 
with tax incentives, leadership decided 
to send it to Appropriations and 
Revenue. 

“It will sit there unless the chairman 
of the committee calls it for a hearing,” 
said Linder, not optimistic of its fate. 
“While I already have several co-spon¬ 
sors, I seriously doubt House Democrat 
leadership will allow the bill to be heard 
because it will be critical of the gover¬ 
nor’s Tourism Cabinet.” 

Williamstown Mayor Rick Skinner 
the project is still pushing forward 
regardless of the future of the tax incen¬ 
tives. 

“I’d like to see a settlement instead 
of a court battle that drags it out,” 
Skinner said. “As far as the financing 
of the Ark, they’ve got their money in 
place. It’s not going to affect phase I. 
It could impact phases after that.” 

Phase I of the Ark Encounter is 
scheduled to open in May 2016.

Both chambers have a bill 
dealing with the heroin epi¬ 
demic and discussion on a 
compromise is pending. 
What are the differences 
between the two bills? 

LINDER: The word in the 
halls is that members of both 
chambers are meeting and dis¬ 
cussing possible compromises 
between the two bills. The 
Senate bill dealt more with the 
supply side of the problem. 
Their bill includes harsher 
penalties for those caught 
dealing and money for deten¬ 
tion centers to have prevention 
programs. The House bill 
deals more with the demand 
side of heroin, including more 
money for rehabilitation and a 
needle exchange program. I 
favor more of the Senate’s 
approach, but hope enough 
compromise is found by both 
chamber’s leaders that we can 
address this horrific issue. 

THAYER: The differences 
are sort of the typical differ¬ 
ences between Republicans 
and Democrats when it comes 
to crime. We want stiffer pen¬ 
alties and punishment for deal¬ 


ers. The House Democratic 
leadership continues to want 
to coddle these criminals and 
think that lots of love and 
attention is going to solve the 
problem. Also, they want a 
needle exchange and we really 
don’t. Also, there is a differ¬ 
ence on the persons allowed to 
use the dmg, Narcan, where 
you can reverse the effects of 
heroin. We feel it should be 
licensed medical and emer¬ 
gency professions and they 
want to give it to just about 
anybody. 

The statewide smoking 
ban narrowly passed the 
House. What is the likelihood 
that it will be voted on by the 
full Senate and what are its 
chances of passing? 

THAYER: I think the likeli¬ 
hood of it being voted on by 
the full Senate is very low, 
which means its likelihood of 
passing is very low as well. 
There are too many concerns 
about private property rights 
and big government interfer¬ 
ing in the operation of busi¬ 
nesses. There are many of us 
who feel like government has 
already gone too far and that if 


citizens really want smoking 
bans in their local communi¬ 
ties they can lobby their local¬ 
ly elected officials on city 
councils and fiscal courts. 

LINDER: I believe the 
Senate has made indications 
that they will not take up the 
statewide smoking ban this 
year. 

HB 1 would allow voters 
to authorize state lawmakers 
to give local voters the right to 
approve up to a one-cent tem¬ 
porary sales tax on agreed-to 
local projects. What is your 
stance on the issue? 

LINDER: I voted against 
HB1 because I had received 
several messages from con¬ 
stituents that they were against 
it and ask me to oppose the 
bill. They believe, as do I, we 
are taxed enough. 

THAYER: We still haven’t 
made a final decision in the 
Senate, but I’m opposed to it. 
I’m very concerned about a 
bill that has the potential to 
take more money out of the 
pockets of hard-working 
Kentuckians without any rev¬ 
enue offset to decrease the tax 
burden,
